Moore today, the jury said the 
discrepancies in St. Louis county 
were “due to gross laxity and in- 
attention on the part of election 
officials. 

“The two tally books of the same 
precinct seldom coincided in the 
number or tally of the votes cast 
and sometimes varied as widely 
as 100 votes. No pattern could be 
detected, however, 
aid one candidate or group of can- 
didates over others.” 


The irregularities were first re- 
ported to federal officials by John 
Q. Brown, chairman of the county 
Board of Election Commissioners, 
and resulted last October in the 
seizing of ballots and election rec- 
ords so that the jury could exam- 
ine them. 

The grand jury asked Congress 
to pass laws permitting minor of- 
fenders in vote fraud cases to tes- 
tify against their superiors “with- 
out fear of prosecution,” because 
of the collapse earlier this month 
of vote fraud trials of three Scott 
county Democrats. Witnesses who 
had appeared before the grand 
jury refused to testify during the 
trials at Cape Girardeau on 
grounds that they might have in-

There will probably be a sub- 


stantial temporary loss to the city 
in disposing of this property, This 
may or may not be made up by 


Government contribution. We 
propose that the city proceed with 
its project and be the first to be 
ready to take advantage of any 


ovornmental aid if it should be 

orthcoming. We further propose 
that if outside assistance is not 
provided the city proceed on its 
own. 

We believe that the gain over a 
period of years in preventing 
further decay and also in even- 
tual returns from the redevelop- 
ment of the district will offset the 
cost. We feel also that the gain 
in moral uplift and in civic pride 
will be immeasurable compared 
with the adverse effect from 
which our citizens are now suf- 
fering; due to decay in this area. 

Proposes Bond Issue. 

We estimate that a bond issue 
of $16,000,000 will be required to 
consummate this undertaking. We 
propose that such bond issue be 
submitted to the voters in the No- 
vember election, 1948. We believe 
that the bond issue should be 
used as a revolving fund in con- 
nection with the carrying out of 
these plans, not only in this. dis- 
trict but in other blighted areas 
of the city. 

We are submitting charts with 
this report to portray graphically 
the plans suggested, We are under 

reat 6bligation to the City Plan 
— — staff for helping us to 
3 graphic illustration to our 
deas. Observation of the effec- 
tive work of the City Plan Com- 
mission gives rise to the sugges- 
tion that the future development 
of our proposals might. well: be 
carried out with the advice of the 
Commission together with assist- 
ance which may be rendered by 
the City Art Commission. It is all 
important that there be effective 
control on the part of the city 
over the character of improve- 
ments, either public. or private, 
connected with the development 
of the district involved.

Paid Off in Last 11 Years 


HE Governmental Research Institute, a privately supported 
fact-finding agency, reported yesterday that the net tax-sup- 
ported debt of St. Louis had been reduced by 46 per cent in 
The reduction from $76,975,130 to $41,373,261 
at the close of the 1947-48 fiscal year last month, was $35,601,869. 
The debt is now at the lowest level since 1929. 

It was pointed out by the institute that $39,477,000 in bonds 
have been approved by the voters but not yet issued. 
issuance of these bonds would increase the city’s debt burden to 
nearly $81,000,000,” the institute report said. 


The St. Louis Anti-Slum Commission's planning sub-committee, 
in a report today, recommended an additional $16,000,000 bond 
issue for redevélopment of the slum area bounded roughly by 
Grand boulevard and Olive, Market and Fourteenth streets, 
issue, with the bonds voted but not yet sold, would bring total 
indebtedness to about $97,000,000. Legal limit of the bended debt 
which the city can incur is $133,162,149. 

St. Louls now ranks tenth among 13 of the largest American 
cities in the size of its per capita debt for municipal, school and 
all local governmental purposes, the Research Institute reported. 

The tax-supported debt, for each inhabitant of the respective 
cities, and including schoo) districts and other objects of taxation 
of city residents, is tabulated as follows:

by the old Training School Board. 
Increase of $100,200. 

The ipstitution’s operating funds 
for the new fiscal year beginning 
July 1, are $100, in excess of 
this year’s allotments, and will 
provide necessary funds for higher 
salaries to schoo! personnel under 
the new state merit system. 

The building program represents 
ntial increase over appro- 
priations a year ago. The 1947 
Legislature authorized a $1,500,000 
program, but Donnelly vetoed part 
of the funds to leave $843,000. 
None of the previously authorized 
building funds had been spent in 
the absence of suitable bids, and 
the program was revised to meet 
higher costs, 

The new program approved by 
the Governor calls for $896,205 for 
new cottages, $160,647 for a staff 
cottage, $373,245 for an education 
building, $323,405 for a power 
plant and equipment, $30,700 for 
equipping the other new buildings, 
$257,220 for repairs, equipment ana 
razing of present obsolete strué- 
tures, 8120,91 for repairs and ex- 
tension of streets, lights and’ fire 
protection systems.

The contract, which may afford

Federal estate tax exemption. But, it does provide a 
new “marital deduction” for married people.. This 
deduction amounts to a maximum of one-half of the 
estate and ‘applies to property left outright to a sur- 
viving spouse, or left in trust for such spouse provided 
the surviving spouse receives the income from the 
trust and also is given the unrestricted right either 
(1) to withdraw principal during his or her life or 
(2) to dispose of the principal by his or her will. The 
property thus deducted from the estate of one spouse 
for tax purposes is included in the estate of the sur- 
viving spouse for tax purposes.

The third 
plan takes advantage of the marital deduction and 
also pretects the other half of the estate from double 
taxation and is the most economical plan.

Today the City of St. Louls embarks on an 
adventure that will enlist, we are sure, the 
brains, talents and energy of this community. 
When it is accomplished, the rewards will be 


great, and the satisfactions deep. A new and 


finer St. Louis will be brought into being. 

We refer, of course, to the assault against the 
central slum district decided on by the Mayor’s 
‘Anti-Slum Commission. The Commission pro- 
poses to clear the section from Fourteenth street 
to Grand avenue, and from Olive to Market, 
and to make it a parklike residential district. In 
the process, the Memorial and Aloe plazas would 
be joined and extended to give a long sweep of 
open space from Twelfth boulevard to Twenty- 
first street. 

Up tb now, the idea exists on paper and in 
an architectural drawing. But it is so powerful 
and so inspiring as to command the support, and 


the enthusiastic support, of all our citizens. They 


will be able to show that support at the Novem- 

ber election, when a $16,000,000 bond issue will 
be submitted for approval. ‘With the proceeds, 
the city will acquire the section by condemna- 
tion proceedings and resell it for supervised pri- 
vate development. . | 

As all St. Louisans know, the area to be at- 
tacked is one of the most nauseous slum dis- 
tricts to be found anywhere. Nearly 60 per 
cent of the homes have no baths; 25 per cent 
still have open privies, condemned by city ordi- 
nance 40 years ago; 10 per cent have no running 
water at all. In these old and crumbling build- 
ings, people are crowded together at the expense 
of all comfort and privacy. 

Here is where rats swarm and little children 
are painfully and often seriously bitten. It is in 
this section where juvenile delinquency is high- 
est, where crime is bred and where disease 
thrives. It is a cancer in the very heart of St. 
Louis. To see it makes visitors shudder and, 
even though many thousands of St. Louisans 
pass through it every day to and from work, 
they can never become complacent about its 
squalor. 

The existence of this notorious and conspicu- 
ous slum afea is one of the main factors that 
killed the idea for a world’s fair in 1953. The 
city could not exhibit itself without shame and 
humiliation. But mere civic vanity is only one 
small phase. The destruction of the central slum 
district appeals to every humanitarian, esthetic 
and practical motive. : 

On the practical side, it is most likely that 
the $16,000,000 bond issue will prove to be the 
best investment the city ever made. Not only 
will the center of the city be reclaimed and 
made far more valuable than it is now, but the 
effects of the slum clearance will spread whole- 


* gomely far beyond the district immediately af- 


fected. The money will be bread cast upon the 
waters. 

It is expected that when the slums are razed, 
they will be replaced with middle-income hous- 
ing and luxury apartments and hotels, because 
of the economic factors that are involved. This 
means that low-income housing will have to be 
provided for the present dwellers in the section. 
Since private capital has been unable or unwill- 
ing to provide such housing, it means further 
that the success of the plan depends upon the 
enactment of such legislation for public housing 
as is now included in the Wagner-Ellender-Taft 
bill. That bill has passed the Senate over the 
opposition of the real estate lobby and is now 
before the House. Though the lobby may suc- 
ceed at this session in blocking the measure, it 
is unthinkable that it can prevail in the long 
run. Every large city in America faces the same 
problem as St. Louis, so far as slum dwellers 
are concerned. Selfish private interests cannot 
stand in the way of a pressing national interest. 

We congratulate Mayor Kaufmann and the 
members of the Anti-Slum Commission for the 
originality, boldness and vision of the plan that 
has been presented. We believe it thoroughly 
sound. The destiny of St..Louis hangs upon 
its success. ä

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Very Bitter Note 

Women have a, legitimate complaint coming. 
When Attorney General Taylor ruled that men 
can have their hair cut in beauty shops, he let 
down the bars to what has long been a sanctuary 
of the feminine®spirit.

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What Kind of Business in TVA? 


Senator McKellar is taking a sensible view 
toward an agency he has often berated, the TVA. 
He is asking a Senate appropriations subcommit- 
tee to approve an item of $4,000,000 for an addi- 
tional TVA steam plant, already twice voted 
down in the House. 

The senior Senator from Tennessee can quote 
the words of a business man, and a private 


power executive at that, to prove that the ap- 


propriation is good business—and that withhold- 
ing it would be bad business. 

He could quote William C. Mullendore, presi- 
dent of the Southern California Edison Co. “We 
have learned now,” Mr. Mullendore said, “that 
it is not safe to depend solely on water power.” 
He learned it the difficult way, by the recent 
shortage of power in Southern California, which 
he now attributes to “too great dependence upon 
hydro-electric power.” 

TVA at the present moment is having to place 
too great dependence upon hydro-electric power. 
With the increase in the demands on its system 
during and since the war, its percentage of 
steam power to total power capacity has dropped 
from 25 to 16. That isn't sole dependence on 
water power, but it’s too close to it for comfort, 
TVA doesn’t want to wait until this potentially 
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dangerous situation becomes actively dangerous, 


2 Southern California Edison did. It knows al- 


ready what that utility learned through calamity, 
and wants to avert a similar mistake by 
foresight. | 

The opposition to the steam‘plant—a group of 
Republicans spearheaded by Lobbyist Purcell 
Smith, as Marquis Childs reports—claims the 
issue is public versus private power. It isn’t. 
That issue has been settled insofar as the Ten- 
nessee Valley is concerned, The area is served 
by public power. The question which the steam 
plant proposal brings up is whether public power 
in the Tennessee valley shall be operated accord- 
ing to good business methods or bad business 
methods. 

It is an anomalous thing to see good business 
methods opposed, and bad business methods in- 
sisted upon, by those confessedly good business 
men, the leaders of the private power industry. 
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The Unfitness of Gov. Green 


Raymond Moley says it is very doubtful that 
the Republicans would nominate a Vandenberg- 


Stassen slate because of the similar international 


views of these two men, He then expresses this 


cynical thought: 

Midwestern and Western politicians point 
out that, since there are two distinct philoso- 
phies in foreign affairs in the Republican 
party, the convention would be likely to 
appease both, rather than one. In short, a 

andenberg-Green combination would be 
more likely than a Vandenberg-Stassen one, 
since in foreign affairs the latter combina- 
tion represents only a single point of view. 


Here, indeed, is a classic example of the polit- 
ical practice commonly known as working both 
sides of the street, or carrying water on both 
shoulders. It would be supposed that, in times 
like these, politicians would hesitate even to sug- 
gest such an obvious device to catch votes. But 
they still seem to cling to the idea that “the 
people are just too damned dumb to under- 
stand,“ as former Vice President Curtis ele- 
gantly put it. 

Moreover, the Green in question is, of course, 
Gov. Dwight Green of Illinois. The Republicans 
ought to be told that they cannot afford to have 
Green on the ticket. That he is a stooge of Col. 
McCormick of the Chicago Tribune and hostile 
to America’s bi-partisan foreign policy is only 
one of the counts against him. 

The handsome Governor of our neighboring 
state spends much of his time pursuing his 
political ambitions at the expense of his offi- 
cial duties. His administration is the costliest in 
Illinois history. It is loaded with political 
hacks. The lug is freely used to exact political 
funds from state employes. The proceeds are 
used for such purposes as to finance the recent- 
ly-published biography of Gov. Green. This 
fawning work was written, we regret to say, by 
Newspapermen Robert J. Casey and W. A. 5. 
Douglas, who debased their talents to do so. 

The lug was also used by Green to get money 
from Illinois’ .coal mine operators, and state 


mine inspectors were forced to neglect their 


work ahd jeopardize their standing by seeking 
and accepting such money. State laws govern- 
ing mine safety were not enforced. More than 
a year before the Centralia disaster, in which 
111 men were killed, the miners wrote a letter 
to Gov. Green pleading with him to “please save 
our lives.” Gov. Green bears a direct respon- 
sibility for not doing so. 

For these reasons Gov. Green is not fit for a 
place on the national ticket.

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Gray Hair Isn't Even Scientific 


Gray hair doesn't exist, says a physicist at the 
University of Cincinnati. We are prepared not 
only to believe it but to proclaim it the best of 
all possible conclusions. If there is any color 
of hair that is not to exist, let it be. gray. 

Let it not be, by a long shot, the color of 
Lilith’s, whose “enchanted hair was the first 
gold.” Nor yet Hero’s, whose hair was the mid- 
night into which she wept. And more especially, 
at all costs, do not let it be those shades that 
run from the russet in which the morn is clad 
to the red that is as the rose of Harpocrate. 

Count us as of like mind with the Cincinnati 
physicist. His conclusion is as artistic as it is 
scientific, and maybe more so. It is the kind of 
conclusion on the subject, and the only kind of 
conclusion, which, if there were such a thing as 
gray hairs, wouldn’t give us any. 
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The X' in the Equation 

Watching a few five- and six-year-olds play- 
ing dangerously in some Berlin ruins, an Ameri- 
can correspondent exclaimed: “There is the ‘x’ 
in the European equation. Whatever the states- 
men accomplish, the ultimate success of their 
work depends on the kind of men and women 
those kids grow to be.” 

The observation was as profound as it was 
pe erer, These half-starved children—and 
children more or less like them in other coun- 
tries of Europe and Asia—will inherit the earth 
from the generation which has reduced some of 
the fairest portions of the globe to ruins. If 
they are given the opportunity to grow strong in 
body and mind, there need be but few forebod- 
ings. But if they grow to manhood as under- 
nourished, underdeveloped, self-pitying victims 
of a war for which they are not guilty, then it 
may be just as well that most of us will not be 
on hand to see how they discharge their steward- 
ship. d 

Such dark prospects must remind us that 
while the armies stacked their guns three years 


ago, the forces of hunger are still in the field. 


Of 2,130,000,000 people alive in the world today, 
two-thirds are not getting enough to eat; half of 
them — 1,155,000,000 — are actually existing al- 
most on the line of starvation; and 40 per cent of 
those on the starvation borderline—462,000,000 
—are children under 15 years of age. 

It is for those youngsters that the great United 
Nations Appeal for Children has been organized. 
It means to harness the charity of the world in 
one big drive to rehabilitate these lives even as 
the dollars of the European Recovery Program 
are being used to rehabilitate national econ- 
omies. For American individuals it is a chance 
to do for other individuals what the American 
nation is doing for other nations. 

This splendid campaign was brought to St. 
Louis this week by Aake Ording, member of the 
Norwegian UN delegation; in whose mind the 
children’s crusade was conceived. St. Louis, we 
are sure, will respond with quick understanding 
and warm humanity.

Rays of Hope for Peace

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Rearmament, the implications of the Molotov and Stalin state- 
ments and the heightened sense of America’s mission brighten the 
recent gloom, Washington correspondent says; is particularly im- 
pressed with the growing Senate sentiment to limit the UN veto.

It is distinctly unfashionable in Washing- 
ton to say an optimistic word about rela- 
tions with the Russians. Nevertheless, de- 
spite the current vapors and the Thomas 
committee, a few brave men are known 
to have whispered — 
that maybe things 
are not quite so hope- 
lessly black as the 
Jeremiahs have 
maintained. 


These gentlemen 
base their optimism 
on the feeling (1) 
that on the whole, de- 
spite many twistings 
and turnings and 
qualifications, United 
States foreign policy 
is gradually estab- 
lishing a new equilib- 
rium in Europe, and 
(2) that the Russians, 
despite their displeasure at that develop- 
ment, are not going to make war. 


Two weeks ago the State Department 
was not very confident about Point 2, At 
that time, when Ambassador Bedell Smith 
was instructed to review United States for- 
eign policy with Foreign Minister Molotov, 
the department feared that the Russians 
might try to break the diplomatic deadlock 
this summer by a show of force. The Molo- 
tov and Stalin replies, cynical though they 
were, are not regarded here as the actions 
of men looking for war.

Power Shaped to Need 


The net result, therefore, in the minds 
of responsible persons, is that both the 
United States and the Soviet Union have 
come out for peace. Neither has suggested 
any basis on which a co-operative peace 
could be arranged and the United States 
has been fairly negative about entering into 
diplomatic conversations. Nevertheless, the 
tension has been relaxed in Europe where 
the fear of war has had a paralysing ef- 
fect on recovery. 


Meanwhile, progress has also been made 


toward bringing United States military 
strength and political commitments into 
line with United States responsibility. There 
are differences of opinion about how 
the armed services of the country should 
he strengthened, but there is no longer any 
question about whether they should be 
strengthened, The same thing is true about 
atrengthening the United Nations and the 
relations between the United States and 
Western Europe. 


If these developments are compared with 
the ideal, of course, they do not add up 
to very much, In fact, if they are com- 
pared with the World’s need for United 
States leadership, they probably do not fur- 
nish a satisfactory answer either. But it 
they are compared with United States pol- 
icy at any time in the past, the range of 


progress is more apparent. 


Western Regional Bloc 


Three years ago, most of the nations at 
San Francisco were arguing for a limita- 
tion on the United Nations veto. They were 
opposed at that time not only the Rus- 
sians but especially by Senator Vandenberg 
on the ground that the Senate would not 
approve the Charter unless the veto stood 
unchanged’ This week, however, the For- 
eign Relations Committee approved, 13 to 0, 
the Vandenberg resolution urging that the 
veto be removed from all questions except 
the use of force against an aggressor. 

The resolution, moreover, would pledge 
the United States to promote the formation 
and development of a Western world re- 
gional arrangement under the United Na- 
tions Charter, and what is even more im- 
portant, it promises that if the other na- 
tions really work out effective plans of 
self and mutual aid, the United States will 
“associate” itself with these plans. 

Progress is being made. As a result, the 
United States has been able, through bipar- 


tisan support for fits Soviet policy and fts 
European Recovery Program, to restore 
some semblance of a balance of power in 
Europe. The question now is er, with 
comparative unity at home on foreign pol- 
icy, and a developing economic, political 
and military unity in the Western world, 
the United States can patiently work out a 
real peace with the Soviet Union. 


Three Main Choices 


The United States, the Soviet Union and 
Great. Britain all have vital interests in 
every part of the world, None can move 
forward on any basic policy without affect- 
ing the interests of the others; all have 
evérything to gain from peace. It was in 


recognition of these facts that they agreed 


in the first place to try to organize a sta- 
ble peace and establish the United Nations, 
and despite all that has happened in the 
past three years, the interdependence of the 
three major powers and the realities of 
power and geography still prevail. 

Ever since the end of World War II, 
these powers have been confronted with 
three main choices: 


(1) They could make a deliberate choice 
of peace based on the rule of conduct writ- 
ten into the United Nations Charter. This 
is what the United States thought had been 
done at the San Francisco conference. 


(2) They could give Up-service to the 
United Nations, using it only when it served 
their own purposes and continuing mean- 
while to act unilaterally whenever they 
liked. This is what has been done more 
and more ever since San Francisco, 


(3) One or another of the major powers 
could decide that its national security and 
its objectives could be served only by tak - 
ing up arms to destroy those nations. that 
opposed its will. 


How Policies Clash 


‘The hope of the United States Govern- 
ment is that the Russians will choose to 
try the first choice. It is admitted, how- 
ever, that for the last two years the second 
choice, which is neither war nor peace, has 
prevailed. The fear here, ever since the 
Czechoslovak coup, is that out of boldness 


or self-deception or fear of a capitalist at- 


tack, the Soviet Union might make the de- 
liberate choice of war. | 


What has happened in the last two weeks, 
however, has relieved the situation to a 
certain extent and pushed the situation 
back into the unsatisfactory atmosphere of 
the “cold war,” and that is where it is to- 
day. 

On the one hand, the Soviet Union con- 
tinues to promote revolutionary activities 
and to exert diplomatic and even economic 
and military pressure on nations close to 
its frontiers. The United States and Brit- 
ain, meanwhile, are vilified by the official 
Soviet radio and denied, wherever possible, 
participation in the settlement of affairs 
on the European continent. 

On the other hand, the United States and 
Britain, steadily alarmed by these events 
and by the refusal of the Soviet Union to 
abide by its treaty obligations, adopt po- 
litical, economic and military policies they

OYS AND GIRLS, along about 
B ine time when they reach the 
third grade in school, like to 
belong to a club. They form se- 
cret societies, little groups that 
get together in a corner of the 
school yard and whisper to eacn 
other, all the time regarding those 
who are excluded out of the cor- 
ners of their eyes, They want 
this exclusiveness to be envied. 
The little girls’ clubs are likely 
to end in that feeling of exclu- 
siveness, and the special feeling 
of belonging that attaches to it. 
After a time, however, they for- 
get about it and it does not ap- 
pear so strongly again until they 
are of high school age and form 
sororities—which again mean lit- 
tle beyond the feeling of impor- 
tance based on exclusiveness.

THE BOYS do the same thing, 
but they are likely to be more 
active about it. They will build 
a hut or find some secluded cor- 
ner of a barn or vacant building 
for their meetings, which will be 
mostly noise, If they can manage 
it, they will have a fire and do 
some cooking which they will try 
to eat. They’re having a fine 
time—just belonging. 

All children must have this feel- 
ing if they are to grow happily 
and healthily in body and mind. 
Belonging is of the greatest im- 
portance to mental health. The 
child who cannot have that feel- 
ing, who feels himself closed out 
and alone, is likely to suffer and 
reflect that suffering in his fail- 
ure to either work or play as 
healthy children should. 

Thoughtful teachers and parents 
encourage their charges to belong 
to some good organization like the 
Boy Scouts or the Campfire Girls. 
These associations are under good 
leadership, and they offer the uc-

T the opening of the session 
Ac the Human Rights Commis- 
sion, Monday, the Russian 
delegate declared that thé com- 
mission should express disapproval 
of the United States because its 
officials had held up the visas 
of the delegates from the Ukraine 
and Byelorussia and had asked 
them to fill out a long question- 
naire--a questionnaire patterned 
on the one that the USSR asks 
for embassy officials and other 
nationals to answer before they 
are allowed to enter Russia. 

It was pointed out that this 
same thing had happened two 
months ago to the Yugoslav dele- 
gate to the social commission and 
that assurances were given then 
that it would not happen again. 
It was said that we do not own 
the United Nations simply be- 
cause the headquarters happen to 
be situated in this country, and 
that we must comply with our 
treaty obligations to the United 
Nations.

The Russian Delegate was, of 
course, entirely correct in that 
there was no @xcuse for the fact 
that our consuls and embassy of- 
klelals had not received instruc- 
tions that delegates to the U.N. 
were to be granted visas without 
delay and should not be required | 
to fill out the customary question- | 
naires as to political beliefs, etc. 

On the other hand, I think it
